111  opening  of  the  College  year,  Dr.  Geo.  D.  Bivin,  of  Worcester,  Mass. 
Dr.  Bivin  is  a  native  of  Kentucky,  a  graduate  of  the  High  School  at 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  a  successful  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Secretary  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y. ,  a  grad- 
uate of  the  Hartford  School  of  Religious  Pedagogy  in  the  class  of  1907.

^Tf^ITH  the  completion  of  the  new  stadium  in  the  early  fall,  Fargo  College 
f  I  I  will  possess  one  of  the  finest  athletic  fields  in  the  Northwest.  The 
building  of  the  stadium  seems  to  have  been  a  necessary  step  in  the 
growth  of  the  city  as  everybody  began  to  realize  that  an  open  ait  place  capable 
of  seating  a  large  crowd  was  no  longer  to  be  dispensed  with. 

Nature  seems  to  have  had  a  hand  in  fashioning  the  location  for  the  field. 
The  hillside  affords  an  ideal  slope  for  the  seats  and  further  prevents  the  re- 
inforced concrete  fence  from  cutting  off  the  view  of  the  park  from  the  College. 
As  the  field  itself  is  a  built-up  elevation  of  the  old  oxbow  loop  the  drainage  is 
ideal.  To  the  spectator  upon  the  field  one  of  the  most  beautiful  views  of  the 
city  is  afforded.  To  the  south  are  the  College  buildings  crowning  the  hill 
fringed  with  large  and  ornamental  trees.  To  the  north  and  bordered  by  one  of 
the  best  of  the  city's  drives  is  the  Island  Park  which  has  grown  to  be  the  pride 
of  Fargo.  On  the  east  the  trees  to  the  back  of  the  Seventh  Avenue  residences 
close  in  the  view  excepting  at  the  point  where  the  winding  drive  opens  into 
Fouith  Street.  To  the  west  the  slope  is  gradually  upward  to  the  level  of  Sev- 
enth Street,  where  are  located  some  of  the  finest  residences  of  the  city. 

The  field  is  to  be  seeded  to  grass  early  in  the  spring  excepting  that  portion 
designed  for  the  base  ball  diamond.  The  size  of  the  field  is  such  as  to  afford 
ample  space  for  a  running  track,  a  base  ball  diamond  with  ample  outfield  and 
a  foot  ball  gridiron. 

The  reinforced  concrete  fence  will  embrace  the  west,  north,  and  east  sides 
of  the  field  on  the  south  side  having  an  iron  fence  with  ornamental  hedge  on 
the  College  side.  Three  iron  gates  will  open  through  this  part  of  the  fence  to 
secure  easy  access  from  the  College  campus.  The  fence  will  be  relieved  by 
pillars  of  concrete  from  which  the  panels  will  be  suspended.  These  panels  are 
to  be  16  feet  in  length,  8  feet  in  height,  and  four  inches  in  thickness.  The 
pillars  themselves  will  be  16  inches  square  in  cross  section  and  the  lower  end 
of  each  will  be  extended  into  the  ground  below  frost-line.  The  tops  of  the  pil- 
lars will  project  above  the  panels,  and  serve  as  an  ornament  relieving  the  even 
lines  of  the  wall.  At  the  northeast  corner  is  to  be  a  gate  ot  suitable  width  for 
carriages  and  autos.      This  will  be  of  iron  and  will  be  ornamental  in  design. 

The  City  Park  Commission  is  planning  to  co-operate  with  the  Stadium 
Committee  in  ornamenting  the  walls  with  vines  and  in  the  planting  of  flower 
beds  next  spring  near  the  northwest  gate. 

The  raising  of  funds  and  the  general  procedure  has  been  in  the  hands  of 
the  Fargo  College  Athletic  Association,  from  which  source  the  original  plan 
was  formulated.  The  possibility  of  a  self-supporting  association  bringing  in 
teams  from  all  over  Minnesota  and  the  Dakotas  is  now  assured.  The  field  will 
bring  a  new  imeptus  to  Fargo  College  athletics  as  the  lack  of  suitable  grounds 
has  hitherto  proved  a  serious  obstacle.  The  College  has  always  been  noted  for 
good  athletic  teams.  With  this  new  incentive  there  is  no  reason  why  many 
star  athletics  who  have  been  dazzled  by  the  attractions  of  larger  schools  may 
not  join  the  ranks  of  the  Fargo  College  warriors. 

To  the  Cjtyof  Fargo  the  importance  of  possessing  a  place  for  the  handling 
and  seating  of  large  crowds  at  public  functions  can  scarcely   be   overestimated. 
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tHEN  it  was  found  that  Dean  Brown  would  be  absent  next  year  taking 
graduate  work  in  Chicago  and  Columbia  Universities,  we  called  his 
friend  Prof.  Arthur  E.  Fish  to  take  his  place.  Prof.  Fish,  while  a 
student  at  Beloit,  took  first  place  in  the  State  Oratorical  Contest,  and  in  the 
Inter-State  Contest — eighty-four  Colleges  and  Universities  competing — he  took 
second  place.  He  has  had  marked  success  as  a  teacher  of  Public  Speaking  for 
two  years  in  Western  Pennsylvania  University  at  Pittsburg,  and  during  the  last 
two  years  he 'has  been  doing  a  similar  work  in  Wisconsin  University.  We 
quote  a  sentence  or  two  from  Prof.  Fish's  letter  of  acceptance:  "i  want  per- 
mission to  make  the  work  of  expression  all  it  can  be  made  to  mean  to  the  insti- 
tution, the  students,  and  to  the  community.  I  come  to  serve,  and  not  to  be 
ministered  unto.  I  shall  come  with  enthusiasm,  for  I  shall  consider  the  work 
worthy  of  a  man's  best  efforts."

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R.  GEORGE  RALF  KURTZ,  after  one  year's  absence,  will  return  in 
September  to  take  charge  of  the  Piano  and  Organ  Department.  The 
Conservatory  is  very  fortunate  in  again  securing  the  services  of  Mr. 
Kurtz,  as  he  has  already  proven  himself  to  be  one  of  the  best  teachers  and 
performers  on  the  piano  and  pipe  organ  Fargo  has  ever  had.  His  former  stu- 
dents, hosts  of  friends,  and  others  who  know  something  of  his  wonderful  ability 
as  a  teacher  will  be  glad  to  welcome  him  back  again. 

Mr.  Kurtz  is  a  graduate  of  the  Cincinnati  College  of  Music,  having  re- 
ceived  his  diploma  in  1898.  While  in  the  school  he  studied  piano  under  Sig- 
nor  Alboni  Gorno;  organ  under  Prof.  W.  S.  Sterling,  and  harmony  under 
Frank  Van  Der  Stucken.  After  graduating  at  Cincinnati  he  moved  to"Chicago 
where  he  continued  his  work,  studying  piano  with  the  late  William  Sherwood 
and  organ  with  Harrison  Wild.  He  then  became  actively  engaged  in  teaching 
and  had  his  private  studio  in  Chicago  for  twelve  years,  during  which  time  he 
held  some  of  the  best  Church  positions  in  the  capacity  of  Organist  and  Choir 
Director  in  the  city.  In  September,  1911,  he  came  to  Fargo  and  took  charge 
of  the  Piano  and  Organ  Departments  at  the  Conservatory  and  during  the  year 
made  many  friends.  Last  season  he  was  located  at  Lawrence  University, 
Appleton.  Wis.,  which,  being  within  very  easy  reach  of  Chicago,  made  it  pos- 
sible for  him  to  go  to  that  city  for  regular  lessons  during  the  year.  The 
amount  of  work  done  during  last  year  together  with  the  work  he  is  doing  during 
this  summer  means  that  Mr.  Kurtz  comes  to  the  Conservatory  much  better 
equipped  than  before. 

Miss  Florence  Roberta  Gormley  is  another  new  member  of  the  faculty 
this  season.  She  is  a  graduate  of  the  Fargo  Conservatory  and  will  teach  in 
the  Piano  Department.  Miss  Gormley  is  well  known  in  Fargo  and  vicinity  not 
only  for  fier  ability  as  a  musican  but  as  the  possessor  of  a  charming  personal- 
ity as  well.  She  had  been  considering  several  positions  in  other  states  and 
her  many  friends  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  she  is  to  take  up  her  work  and 
make  her  home  in  Fargo. 

Jfarmal  ©raining  Itepartment 

Aslaug  Olsen-Wright,  of  the  Piano  Department,  is  now  in  Chicago  coach- 
ing with  Glen  Dillard  Gunn,  critic  for  the  Chicago  Tribune.  Her  ability  as 
a  pianiste  is  too  well  known  in  Fargo  and  vicinity  to  need  further  comment  at 
this  time,  but  we  wish  to  call  the  public  attention  to  the  fact  that  she  will 
have  charge  of  the  Normal  Training  Department  this  season. 

The  Normal  Training  Department  has  a  two-fold  purpose,  namely,  to 
prepare  students  for  the  teaching  profession  and  to  cultivate  in  children  a  taste 
for  good  music,  at  the  same  time  giving  them  a  correct  technical  foundation. 
People  are  learning  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  select  skilled  teachers  for 
beginners.  Great  care  is  taken  to  excite  and  stimulate  the  child's  interest 
and  to  cultivate  his  originality.  This  is  done  through  the  class  system,  where, 
under  stimulating  competition,  the  children  are  carefully  trained  in  notation, 
exercise  writing,  and  scale  formation.      Correct   memorizing,    the  development 


of  rythmic  feeling,  and  a  taste  for  good  phrasing    are  considered    indispensible 
to  a  child's  education. 

Mrs.  Wright  has  completed  the  work  in  two  schools  where  they  specialize 
in  normal  work  for  children,  and  at  the  present  time  is  looking  over  new  ma- 
terial and  getting  new  ideas  for  the  work  next  season.  These  facts  augmented 
by  her  vast  experience  as  a  teacher  places  her  in  a  position  to  give  the  students 
in  the  Normal  Training  Department  the  finest  instruction  to  be  had  in  the  state.
